Long-term solution to safe and healthy 
community lies with recreational path 


Getting approval for the Bob Howse 
Memorial Trail from Virgil to the Old 
Town was not a simple matter. 

It took years of discussions. Many 
public meetings. Business owners 
along Niagara Stone Rd., residents 
and churches with driveways the path 
would cross, were worried. 

They were afraid there was a safety 

It was approved, finally, built, and 
is now well-used. And so far (please 
touch wood as you read this) it hasn’t 
been a safety issue. 

We could say it’s been just the 
opposite - it allows people to walk 
and cycle safely, at a distance from 
the large trucks and cars that speed 
along die road, and it encourages 
people to be active. 

Now the Region is looking at what 
to do at the south end of Virgil along 
Niagara Stone Rd., and has come 
up with a bicycle path on the road - 
really just a paved shoulder marked 
for bicycles with a white line. 

It too will be well-used at this time 
of year, mostly, although not solely, 


by farm workers who depend on their 
bikes for transportation. 

A dozen or so St. Michael students 
will ride to school, and while that’s far 
healthier than taking a bus or being 
driven, it takes a brave parent to agree 

By next September the school 
population at Crossroads will 
increase, possibly at St. Michael as 
well. The sidewalk extension the 
Region is planning may be used, 
especially if there is a crossing guard 
at the roundabout. 

But a bike path from Henegan Rd. 
in Virgil, where adults and kids can 
both cycle and walk, from one end 
of Virgil to the Old Town, seems like 
a much better solution - a solution 
that reflects vision for the future, and 
a real concern for the safety of our 
school children. 

And they will be healthier for it, if 
they can ride or walk to school. 

Let’s hope the town can support it, 
and get it done, without the years of 
discussion that it took to get the first 
part of the trail built.
